events are crowding themselves one after another upon us with extreme 
rapidity. It seems sometimes as though the time that remains is but 
short, everything appears to be in such haste. Great events are taking 
place, and great changes are occurring, and a ‘spirit of haste seems to rest 
down, not only upon us as a people, but upon the world. Does this be- 
token the near approach of the end? Or what are the reasons for these 
things that we witness? The discoveries that are made of a scientific 
nature are of a most wonderful character. The progress that is being 
made by mankind is almost supernatural. When we contemplate that 
which is being done, the discovery of new powers of nature, their applica- 
tion to human wants and to human progress, and that which is fore- 
shadowed by the discoveries already made, we cannot fail to be impressed 
with these wonderful developments. We live in an age, it may be said, of 
miracles. Events and performances which are now of everyday occurrence, 
only a few years ago would have been deemed impossible. Electricity, 
with its wonderful powers, is effecting great revolutions, and the human 
mind cannot conceive. of. its future possibilities. It is admitted by all 
who have given thought to this subject. that we stand as it were upon the 
i of the most stupendous discoveries, and applications of . force 

power. 

“To us who see the hand of God in everything, that takes, place, who 
acknowledge His power, who give to Him the glory for every invention 
man brings to light, who look, upon these great inventors, with, their 
ingenuity and skill, as men moved upon and inspired by the Lord I say 
to us who take this view, these things come with peculiar significance, and 
we can see in them that which God is doing preparatory to. the winding 
up scene.

The very fact that the Father and the Son came from 
the mansions above to introduce this work. attaches to it an importance 
that is without example, so far as we know, in the history of our race. It 
was an evidence of the truth that this is the great dispensation of the 
fulness of times that this is the last time in which the Priesthood. shall 
be bestowed and the power of God be manifested unto man, and that the 
Priesthood which was then bestowed had come to earth to stay, until all 
that had been predioted by the. mouths of the — 
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fulfilled... The. more. this system of 

fection, appears. No.man can examine this system dispassionately, free 
from prejudice andjwith a disposition to receive that. which is true, with- 
out being ‘convinced. that it is the most perfect, the most magnificent 
organization—so. far as the organization itself is concerned—and the most 
scriptural and the most harmonious with all revealed truth that has come 
to man in. he records of divine truth, that is to be found upon. the face of 
the whole earth. No infidel ever. examined into the doctrines believed in 
by the. ay, Sainte that has not been compelled to say that if the 
Scriptures were true then the Latter-day Saints had the Gospel, and that 
their +s : was the. only one in Christendom which was in perfect. 
mony with the donecioed of tha Bike. 

Now, we are living i in this age when these marvelous developments are 
taking place. Frequent allusion has been made from this stand to the 
extraordinary. charaoter of the work that has gone on through the nations 
in the gathering of the Latter-day Saints from the nations of the earth 
one of the most marvelous occurrences that has ever happened, and one 
that ought, to attract the attention of the whole world; one so significant 
that it should not be allowed to pass without serious examination, because 
it appeals to all humanity, and it bas been a testimony to the different 
nations of the earth. England, with her millions of people, has heard the 
tidings now for over fifty years. Upwards of fifty-six years ago the emi- 
gration of the Latter-day Saints from Great Britain commenced. The 
newspapers of the kingdom have proclaimed to the inhabitants of the 
land that there was an extraordinary movement on foot—that yearly the 
converts to the doctrines of the Latter-day Saints were gathering by ship- 
loads to a land that they called Zion, and the purpose of their gathering 
was to escape the judgments and the calamities which they testified the 
Lord was about to pour out upon the inhabitants of the earth. So it has 
been in Germany and Switzerland, in France, in Italy, in Denmark, Sweden 
and Norway. Thousands of people have left there and the cause of their 
leaving has been widely circulated and made known to the inhabitants of 
the land. In our own land this movement has been going on from the 
beginning. 

It is nearly. 8 yearn since the Ledter-dag, Saints moved from the 
State of New Tork to Ohio. The object of their moving was to gather 
together and to escape the judgments that were coming upon the inhabit- 
ants ot the land. From Canada it has been the same; from the Pacific 
islands the same; in fact, from the remotest ends of the earth it has been 
the same, and the inhabitants of the earth have been warned to a great 
extent by this movement. Then the persecutions the people have endured, 
the manner in which they have withstood these persecutions, remaining 
solid notavithstanding the attempts that have been made to break them 
up, have been a standing advertisement to the nations of the earth. 

J cannot contemplate all these events without being profoundly im- 

pressed with dhe testimonies which God is giving to the inhabitants of the 
earth, He is going to leave them without excuse. Destruction will not 
come upon them without! warning. 
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judgments of God fall upon them, “If I had known concerning these things 
I would have harkened; but I have had no warning.” Bot very few, if 
any, will be able to say this, because this Gospel, this people, and their 
movements have all been advertized to the ends of the earth. There is no 
other people or system that has received such wide advertizement as we 
have or as the Gospel has which we believe in. Let me turn to a revela- 
tion that was given sixty-six years ago this coming September, and pre- 
vious to the gathering. The Latter-day Saints were then living in Fayette, 
Seneca County, New York, the place where the Church was organized. It 
must be remembered also that at this time there were but very few in the 
Church. I have heard Brother Parley P. Pratt describe the situation of 
the Church at that time, for it was about that time that he joined the 
Church. He explained to me the impression which he made upon the 
Prophet Joseph and Oliver Cowdery and the other Elders when he preached 
to them at Fayette, Seneca County, New York, after his baptism. Parley 
P. Pratt was an associate of Alexander Campbell and Sidney Rigdon in 
the Stateof Ohio. Hehad left New York and gone to Ohio and joined the 
Reformed Baptists. He was asearcher after truth, a man singularly gifted 
in expounding the Scriptures, a man who could explain the scriptures with 
great simplicity and power. He was led by a spirit that he could not 
understand to leave Ohio and go back tothe State of New York—his 
hative state; and while on the canal the Spirit of the Lord (for he be- 
lieved in the Spirit of the Lord, although he had not heard anything about 
the revelation of the Gospel in its purity) manifested to him to leave the 
canal boat on which he was traveling, and let his wife go on to her home. 
He stopped there and commenced preaching in the neighborhood. While 
preaching he heard about the Book of Mormon, and about it having been 
translated from golden plates, and he followed this information up until 
he reached Fayette, where he found a little handful of Latter-day Saints. 
After his baptism, confirmation and ordination he preached to the Saints. 
Joseph listened to him, as well as the three witnesses to the Book of Mor- 
mon and the few that had joined the Church; and Brother Parley told 
me that neither Joseph nor Oliver knew until they’ heard’ him preach the 
amount of testimony and evidence there was in the Bible to sustain the 
work of God and to show that such a work would be established in the last 
days. You who knew Parley know how lucidly and clearly and forcibly ~ 
he could expound the scriptures, and he did on that occasion, and they 
were delighted to hear what evidences God had left on record in the Bible 
to sustain the work that was then started. Now, they knew nothing 
about the gathering, or that there was such a principle revealed in the 
Bible; at least, I do not suppose they did from what Parley said to me. 
Yet here we have just about that time, when there were probably not fifty 
members in the Church, this revelation given in which the Lord says:

This is one of many revelations that I might read if time would permit, 
showing that the Lord, through the Prophet Joseph, has revealed with 
great plainness that destruetions of various kinds shall take place, in ful- 
fillment of prophecy, and that there were men living then that should not 
pass away until they should see these things. 

Now, you have been gathered, as the Lord Jesus Christ said should be 
the case... The decree of the Father has been fulfilled in part. It may be 
astonishing to us; but when we recognize the fact that the Lord gave this 
decree, you need not wonder that your hearts burned within you, after 
hearing the Gospel, with a desire to leave your native land and gather 
with the Saints of God in the place which He has designated. You need 
not wonder at it, I say, because this was the decree of the Eternal Father. 
And the object. of that decree is very plainly stated, “to prepare their hearts 
and be prepared in all things against the day when tribulation and deso- 
lation are sent forth upon the wicked.” Ido not expect that the Latter- 
day Saints are going to escape all these things. I expect that they may 
receive some of these scourges. But God has taught us principles by 
which we: may escape, and if we do not escape some of mmm our- 
r our own disobedience to blame. 

My ͤbrethren and sisters, we should sake these 4 to 4 For 
ee years now God has been calling in a most extraordinary manner 
upon the inhabitants of the earth to repent. Thousands of Elders have 
gone forth without purse and scrip, lifting up their voices as best they 
could; testifying to the nations of the earth that God had given them a 
message of salvation, warning them of the judgments and calamities 
that are about to be poured out upon the ungodly, telling them that the 
days were nigh at hand when all the terrible predictions that have been 
made by the prophets concerning the last days were to be fulfilled, calling 
upon them to repent and forsake their sins, to believe in Jesus, repent 
of their-sins, obtain by baptism a remission of their sins, and receive the 
Holy Ghost to lead and guide them. I say for sixty-six years we have 
been doing this; and in the meantime the blood of prophets has been 
shed, the blood of the righteous has been spilled, as a testimony-—that 
is, they have died bearing testimony that their words were true: The 
Saints have been driven from place to place, suffering great persecutions, 
enduring’ great trials, privations and hardships, all in testimony of 
the truth of the message that they had received from God, and that 
they had been ‘commanded to proclaim to the inhabitants of the earth. 
And do you think that all this is forgotten by the Lord? Do you think 
that all these revelations that have been given on this important subject 
have been given with no purpose? If you do, you deceive yourselves.: We 
should: prepare ourselves for these events. We should repent of our sins

in holy places while His judgments shall go forth, and be not destroyed. 

There is one thing more I want to say before I sit down. I wonder how 
many parents there are who teach their children constantly to pray to 
God that they may be kept from losing the faith. When I hear, ae I do 
sometimes, of the children of men and women whom I have known; and 
who have been faithful to the Gospel and have zealously kept the com- 
mandments of God, that they have no faith, or perhaps only one has, I am 
saddened to the heart. I feel to mourn exceedingly when I hear any such 
thing about any family with which I have been familiar, or in fact, any 
family whose parents have been faithful in the Church. “When I think of 
the sufferings of men, when I think of that which they have passed through 
for the sake of the Gospel, and then think that with all their labors there 
is not a man of their generation to stand bearing the Priesthood before the 
Lord, I feel that a terrible calamity has befallen that household. Yet 
those who are familiar with the families of the Church for many years 
back may recall perhaps scores of families of their acquaintance who have 
not a representative living among the psople to stand for them in the 
Church of Christ. I think this is a pitiable thing, and something which 
should be guarded against by all of us. I would look upon it as a terrible 
calamity to be left without a representative in the Church of Christ. It 
has been my constant prayer that God would preserve my descendants as 
long as time should last, and that I might have men bearing: the Priest- 
hood to represent me in every generation as long as the generations of 
men existed upon the face of the earth. I would like, if: God would hear 
me, to have this prayer answered. But I must do my part towards sowing _ 
the seeds of truth, and taking a course to implant in their hearts a love 
for the kingdom of God, teaching them to value their standing in the 
Church more than they value their lives, or a thousand lives if they bad 
them to give. For if the Gospel be what: we believe and testify it to be, 
what is there that compares in value with a standing in this Church! 
Is there anything on the earth? No. Everything: fades into utter insig- 
nificance compared with a standing in the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints. I feel, therefore, that every man and woman should 
strive with the utmost of their ability to preserve their children in the 
faith; they should take pains to have them attend the Sabbath schools, 
the Mutual Improvement Associations, and should bring to bear every 


that religion which has cost them so much.

You remember another instance in the 
case of the family of Jonadab the son of Rechab. | They had been com- 
manded of their father that they should not drink wine nor strong drink, 
and because of their faithfulness to this command the Lord declared that 
Jonadab the son of Rechab should never be without a man to stand before 
him as long as the earth should stand. I believe the Lord gave this as a 
great promise, because of the faithfulness of the children in obeying their 
father and the zeal of the father in giving the command to the children. 
It is a great promise; and I have no doubt myself, although that family is 
not distinguished now among the families of men, that the time will come 
when ‘descendants of that family will be known upon the earth; for the 
Lords word has gone forth concerning it, and that word cannot fall. 
I bring these illustrations forward to show you how important it was in 
the estimation of the.ancients that they should have posterity upon the 
earth who would be faithful to God. We are on the eve of the great 
millennium. I have alluded to these great discoveries, these supernatural 
powers, they may be called, that are brought to light. I believe they are 
to the earth for the coming of the Lord and for the millennial 
glory that God has foretold through His servants: the prophets. For 
miracles are being wrought now.

‘THE LAW or TITHING. 


A COMMUNICATION the law of tithing wish 
the request that the questions asked therein be answered in the Star. In 
this letter the writer inquires whether the Saints are expected to pay to 
the Church a tenth of their income or a tenth of what remains of their 
wages after paying rent and other debts. The revelation on tithing, 
found in the 119th section of the book of Doctrine and Covenants states 
what the Lord desires of His Saints. It clearly explains that a tithing 
sbould be paid on the total income of the individual. If any other inter- 
pretation is placed upon it, the law would not have such a beneficial effect 
upon those who seek to obey it. One object in paying tithing is to gain 
a practical lesson in thrift and economy. If the Sainte were only expected 
to pay a tenth of what means they would have remaining after paying 
their debts, many of them would fail to receive the blessings that are to 
be derived from observing this principle. They would have no induce- 
ments to be economical or and find: vo 
theduty. 

The paying of be looked the 
Sainte; yet it must be acknowledged as one that will bring blessings from 
the Lord. Paul says God loveth a cheerful giver.” He desires that His 
Saints should learn to put away selfishness and covetousness. He also 
desires that all His Saints should have the privilege of receiving every 
blessing of the Gospel; and as there are some blessings promised only on 
condition of obedience to the law of tithing, it is desirable that all should 
render obedience to it that they might receive the promises made. The 
observing of the law of tithing should be looked upon more as a privilege 
than an obligation. The Lord is able to carry on His work independent 
of what individuals may contribute in the way of means or other support; 
but those individuals who fail to perform some of their duties cannot 
pre 9 prosper as well as those who fulfill neee made of 


prosperous in a financial way. This may seem incredible to some who 
have not experienced the fact; but there are numerous instances where 
we have heard persons testify that when they failed to observe the Prin- 
ciple they did not prosper so much as when they have obeyed it. 

_ The writer remembers hearing a man not long ——— — — 
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him; that is, he had plenty of work at good wages, but he. neglected. to 
pay his tithing and he did not prosper. Of late yenra his work has not 
been 80 regular and his wages have been lower. Something, however, 
prompted him to pay his tithing, and since doing so he has found that 
has attended him as it never did before. To some extent, he 
admitted, he could account for this in a natural way. The same good 
desire that prompted him to pay his tithing led him to lay aside bis 
tobacco, and this enabled him to be more saving with his means. It was 
an evidence to him that when a person manifests a desire to do right the 
Lord helps him to carry out that desire. This is the general experience 
of those who strive to keep the commandments of God. People seldom 
become thoroughly convinced of the advantages of obeying the principles 
of truth until they have experienced the results that follow obedience. 
On this account they must be guided first by faith; the knowledge comes 
afterwards. It is the same as with the first principles of the Gospel; first 
the seeker after trath is led by faith to obey the initiatory ordinances, and 
then the convincing testimony of the Holy Spirit is given.

aubjest tithing, says: ‘Prove me now herewith, * . * itl 
that there shall not be room enough to receive it.“ This offer and promise 
of the Lord here made are applicable to the Latter-day Saints.

“In the excavations necessary: for dene 
the city of San Francisco near the Church, the Antiquary says, perhaps 
ons of the lang finds of pre-historic. bronzes ever made was unearthed. 

„ small distance below. the surface, under a stratum of ashes and 
charcoal; the pick and shovel laid bare one. of thase immense urns of terra- 
cotta... The urn broke on contact with the air, displaying inside an extra- 
ordinary collection of bronze subjects all carefully packed, so as to oocupy 
the least possible amount of space, the heaviest and largest at the bottom 
and against the sides, the lightest at the top and in the centre. 

“There were found literally several hundreds of hatchets, representing all 
the Mediterranean and Danubian types—sickles, chisels, saws, files, gouges, 
knives, razors, bracelets, plaques covered with embossed: ornaments, more 
than 2,000 fibuloe, lance-heads, poniards, swords and ingots of metal. 

“ Altogether there were 14,000 objects, the weight exceeding a ton uct a 
half. The greater part were well worn or purposely broken up. Some of 
the jewelry had been mended with iron rivets, that metal being ‘shen 
doubtless considered as precious.

smith of the first Iron Age had been unearthed. This large quantity of 
old bronze, belonging to preceding periods, had, without doubt, been 
gathered in the neighborhood by some industrious metal-worker, who was 
perhaps on the point of re-smelting the whole, when, surprised by a war, 
by a siege, or an invasion, he determined to bury the mass in his work- 
shop, hiding the place with the ashes from his fire. The danger over, he 
intended to unbury his treasures; but the accidents of war, his death, or 
that of those to whom he may have confided the secret, prevented the dis- 
covery of the store, which was left to the present generation, to show us 
something of the otherwise undiscoverable existence of 3,000 years ago.

No signs of the sword itself were discovered, 
except the appearance of rust above mentioned.”
